Siom the Regifler of the Refolutions of their High 
Mightinefes the States-General of the United Provinces, 
onday, Aug. 27, 
a LETTER has been received from his Highnefs the 
rince-of Orange, written at the Hague, and dated this day, 
eee an anfwer to the Refolation taken by their High 
ightineffes the 24th inftant, on the petition prefented to their 
Rie Mightineffes by the Diretors, both of the Baltic and 
ovyan trade, requefting, that their High Mightineffes would 
#gain to gramt to the merchant veffels ready to {ail 
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arrangement for that putpofe, and to take as fpeedy a refolu- 
tion as the importance of the cafe, and the prefent ‘ituation of 
things fhould direét, and fhoukd appear to be to the advantage 
of commerce, and the fervice of the Republic; their High 
Mightineffes having, by their refolution, required his Highnefs 
to comply with the Petition of the faid Dire&tors, by granting 
a convoy with all poflible expedition, ft 

The faid anfwer fignifying, that his Highnefs judged it his 
duty immediately to infornt their High Mightineffes, that he 
had the commercial intereft of the Netherlands tog much at 
heart, to require any in{tigation from the merchants for a {pee- 
dy and fufficient convoy to induce him to give the neceflary or- 
ders for colleéting and fitting out with the utmoft egpedition as 
many fhips as could be fpared for convoying the fierchantmen 
bound for the Baltic ; his Highnefs having, in the moft ferious 
manner, recommended, as well as their High Mightineffcs, be- 
fore the prefentation of the petition above-mentioned, to the 
Admiralty College uf Amfterdam, to répair, with the greateft 
diligence poffible, fuch fhips as had fuffered in the engagement, 
and to enable them to put to fea again ; but alfo eo charge Ad- 
miral Hartfink to be particularly careful, that all the dire<tions 
refpecting the convoy be put in immediate execution, and that 
the convoy fhould confift of as large a number of fhips as could 
be fpared. That thinking he had My thefe meafures already 
fulfilled the intentions of their High Mightineffes before the re- 
ceipt of their refolution, there remained nothing more for him 
to do, than to aflure their High Mightine‘fes of the zeal he felt 
for protecting as much as lay in his power the commercial in- 
habitants, by the naval forces of the State, and that he had 
with that defign made ony poffible exertion. 

Upon which having deliberated, it was judged proper that 
his Highnefs fhould receive the prefent thanks of the States- 
General, for his zeal and activity, refpeéting the orders given 
by him for accelerating the convoy as much as lay in his power.

Paris, Auguf? 26. We are abfolutely without news here. 

An armament at Breft is talked of, deftined for the Eaft 
Indies. It feems that calms have prevailed in the Meditegra- 
nean, for we are not yet informed of the defcent of the Spa- 
Spaniards at Minorca. ; 

Some perfons pretend, that the Cabinets of the belligerent 
powers are ferioufly employed in finding out means to termi- 
nate the war ; and that in order to make a permanent and folid 
peace, a trade for a certain number of years is to be agreed on 
firft. 

Hague, Sept. 2. Our fleet have orders to fail after the 5th 
of this month, if then joined by the fhips from the Meufé and 
Zealand. We know not yet who is to command ir; it will 
confift of 18 fail, and is to have more fhips of the line than 
Vice-Admiral Zoutman had, ee ; 

They write from Paris, that the Duke de Crillon’s arma- 
ment has been reinforced at Carthagena with 6000 troops from 
Toulon ; and that he then failed immediately. 


LOND ON. 

The accounts at the offices of ftate in Paris, as our letter 
informs us, concerning Hyder Ally Cawn, are, that he has 
entirely left the Carnatic, clofely purfued by the Englifh army. 
In his retreat at Tiagar, his rear was very nearly cut off, and, 
had the Englifh a fufficient number of horfemen, the whole of 
his baggage and heavy artillery would have been taken. How- 
ever, he lo(t a great many men there, in revenge for which he 
burned every town and village he pafled through, and had time 


for the Baltic, a fufficient convoy, and to 2 pel neceflary 





to fet on fire; in fome of which, he tied the inhabitants back, 


to back, and let the flames devour them. 

If the report.is true, and which we have had frequently re- 
peated, that the combined fleets wege only. yictualled for a fix 
weeks cruize, they may find it difficult, while the eaft wind 
holds, to'make a port to the northward of Cape Finifterre, 
and a repetition of fuch fufferings as they experienced two 
years ago is by no means unlikely to happen. 

Whatever inftructions (fays a correfpondent) may have been 
fent to Admiral Darby, when we reflect on the {tate of his 
fhips, with the confiderable reinforcement which has been add- 
ed fince his return to Torbay, we cannot but hope that an 
Admiral with powers to attempt, anda fpirit of enterprize to 
execute, may give a fevere blow to fleets fo fituated as the 
combined fleets. There is no doubt but the French will art- 
fully expofe the Spaniards to bear the brunt of the aétion; the 
Spanifh hips are certainly in bad condition, and to a man eve- 
ry Spaniard cordially detefting the French. Gen. Even. Po/. 

The pilots who were on byard the Greyhound frigate, when 
fhe was loft off the North Foreland, are condemned, for their 
careleffnefs, to fuffer three month’s imprifonment in the Mar- 
fhalfea, to which prifon they were broaght up on Sunday. 

The fleet expected from the Leeward Iflands is both nume- 
rous and valuable; feveral thips, left behind by the laft con- 
voy, are coming with the prefent; fo that their value is efti- 
mated at not lefs than two millions fterling. 

. By the late difpatches from New-York, it is faid, that Sir 
Henry Clinton has no other opinion of Wathington’s attacking 
New-York, than as a feint to cover his defign refpecting fome 
other object, it being almoft impofflible to effect the reduction of 


_ that place. 


The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland has it in contemplation to 
have feveral {trong forts ereéted near the mouth of the River 
Shannon, it being intended that our homeward-bound fleets 
fhall make that River oftener than they have hitherto done, 
efpecially thofe from India. 

The dock-yards were never fo bufily employed as at prefent; 
the Firft Lord of the Aa is refolved on having every 
fhip in harbour ready for fea, if poflible, before the meeting of

The ifland of St Helena is fituated in the Atlanti€é Ocean, 
W. long. 5. 53. S. lat. 16. twelve hundred miles welt of the 
coaft of Atrica, and eighteen hundred eaft of South America. 
It confilts of one {teep high rock, and looks at two or three 
leagues diftance, like a caitle in.the middle of the fea.. There 
is no poflibility of landing bat at one place, whichis defended 
by a battery of no ef than forty cannon, from 42 to 24 poun+ 
ders. Beyond the platform is a fort whee the Governor sefides, 
and, adjoining to it is a very pretty markeeto which the natives 
come dewn-with freth provifions whea thipping arrive. ,.The 
ifland is about 21 miles round, and the rock covered with about 
a foot of vegetable earth, produces corn, grapes, and a variety 
of fruits. » ‘the corn feldom comes to perfection, being moftly 
devoured by immenfe quantities of rats, which burrow in the 
rock. The refidents are about two hundred families, defcend- 
ed principally from Englith parents, who planted it by the af: 
fiftance of the Englith Eaft India Company ~ whom the ifland 
is now fubject) after it was taken from the Dutch in thé reiga 
of King Charles LI. 

The garrifon in the ifland of St Helena, at this prefent time, 
confifts of 700 effective men. The ufual garrifon'is 400, in= 
cluding artillery ; but two companies, in addition, were fent 
there aft year. 

‘The only landing places at St Helena are two valleys, called 
Rupert’s and James’s. At the latter is the town where the 
Governor, &c. refides. It is defended by a fort, on which 
there is a line of 28 brafs guns, 32 and 24 pounders. Ik is 
alfo flanked by a battery on the Munden Roeks, under which 
all fhips maft pafs coming into the harbour, | Rupert's Valley 
is defended by a ftrong battery well mounted with heavy can- 
non. It is reckoned the pleafanteft, as well as moft healthy 
part of the ifland, but is uninhabited, on account of there be* 
ing no frefh water. re 

There has been lately difcovered at Cirencefter, in Giouce~ 
fterfhire, in a {pot which is fuppofed to have been a sie 
part of the ancient city of Corinium, a Roman hypocau 
which is now cleared, and opened for the infpection of the cu-, 
riouse The chief part of the building is feven feet beneath the. 
furface of the ground, confiits of five rows of brick pillars, .

The following extraordinary relation has juft fallen imo our 
hands :—The Rev, Mr Hagemore, of Calthorpe, Leicefter- 
fhire, died the rf{t of January 1746, poffeffed of the followi 
effects, viz. 7ool. per annum, and 10001. in money, whick- 
(he dying inteftate) fell to a ticket porter in London. He kept 
one fervant of each fex, whom he locked up every night. His 
Jaft employment in an evening was to go round his premifles, 
let loofe his dogs, and fire his gun. He loft his life as fullows = 
Going one morning to let out his fervants, the dogs fawned 
upon him fuddenly, and threw him into a pond; where he was 
found breaft-high. ‘The fervants heard him call for affiftance, 
but being locked up, could not lend himy any. He had go 
gowns and caffocks, 58 dogs, 100 pair of breeches, 100 pair 
of boots, 400 pair of fhocs, 80 wigs, yet always wore his own 
hair, 80 waggons and carts, 80 ploughs, and ufed none, 50 
faddles and furnituré for the manege, 30 ,wheel-barrows, fo 
many walking-fticks that a toyman in Leigefter..Fields bid ‘his 
executors.8 L for them, 60 horfes and mares, 200°pick=axes; 
200 fpades and fhovels, 75 ladders, and 240 rafors.

“* His Moorifh Majefty has juft fent freth inftruétions ‘t6 
Ben-Abdelmelick, Alcaide of this place, which demonftraté 
the great credit that Spain at prefent enjoys with our fovereign, 
whofe friendfhip fhe is the more ready to cultivate with the 
greateft care, on account of the great benefit the dérivés’from 
it, in cutting off from Gibraltar all fupplies from the ‘coaft’ of 
Barbary. 

«* Our King has appointed Ben Abdelmelick, Governor 0 
ver the extenfive province or kingdom of Fez, which. borders 
on the Mediterranean, and lies oppofite the coaft of Andalu« 
fia. His Majefty’s orders are, that all his fubjeéts whd live 
in any port, harbour, or bay, in that province, hall; on all 
occafions, give every afliftance in their power to the jards 
againft their enemies, but more particularly the Englith; and 
even againft the Algerines, though of the fame religion with 
his Majefty. In confequence of thefe orders, Atbdelmelick’s 
fon marched towards the mountains with a detachment of 20 
men, to notify the fovereign’s orders to the inhabitants ; and 
the King, in order to induce the Governor to be the more 
careful to fee his orders ftri€tly obeyed, has granted him an 
annual gratification, confifting of a hundred head of cattle, 
fome horfes, fruit, and provifions, which the Arabs are bound 
to furnifh the Court with every year. However; it will not 
be in the power of Abdelmelick to fee the Prince’s orders ex- 
ecuted himfclf, 2s we find he is appointed his Majefty’s Am- 
baffador to the Court of Florence, and afterwards to that of 
Vienna, in order to condole with his Imperial Majefty, and 
the Grand Duke of T'ufcany, on the death of their royal mo- 
ther.

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Defcription of the Yfand of St Lucia; Number of Parifhes ; 
Whites and Blacks ; Plantations and Dwelling Houfes ; 
Soil; Advantages of the Carenage Harbour, and the Mili- 
tary Strength of the Vigie and Morne Fortune. 

HE pofleihon of St Lacia, after having been long con- 
tefted by England and France, was at laft ceded to the 

French by the treaty of 1763. _ That fame year the Miniftry 

of Frarice fent over at a great expence, and with much unne~ 

ceflary parade, 7 or 800 men, whofe unhappy fate has been 
more matter Of pity than furprize. Under the tropics, the bet 
elteblithed colonies generally deftroy one-third of the foldiers 
fent from Europe, even though the men are healthy when fent, 
and find good accommodations on their arrival. It is not to 
be wondered*at then that a fet of miferable wretches, the refufe 
of Europe, and expofed to all the hardfhips of indigence, fhould 
moft of them perifh in an uncultivated ifland. After this, the 
neighbouring French iflands by degrees contributed to people 
St Lucia! When the ifland was taken by the Englifh in 1779, 
under General Grant, there was on it nine parifhes ;-eight on 
the leeward or weftern, and one on the windward or eaftern 
fide, The preference given to the leeward fide arifes from the 
conveniency of its ports, not on account of the fuperiority of 
its foil. - In time the eaftern fide will alfo be inhabited, as new 
bays are continually difcovered fit for the reception of boats and 
canoes. There is already a road all round the ifland, and two 
acrofs ir froin éaft to welt. On the ift of January 1772, the 
whites amounted to 201%; free blacks, 663; and flaves, 

12,795. The cattle were, 928 mules and horfes; 2070 

horned cattle; and 3184 theep and goats. There were 38 

fugar plantations ; 5,395,889 coffee trees; 1,321,600 cocoa 

plants ; and 367 plots of cotton. The dwelling-places were 706. 

The.value of the produce amounted to 175,000!. and it was efti- 

mated that the increafe would be one age in every fucceed- 

ing year. The foil on the fea fide is far from bad, and it is 
much fuperior farther back. The whole is fit for cultivation, 
except fome high and craggy mountains. The produce in fu- 
gar might be raifed to fifteen million weight. The health the 
inhabitants enjoy along the rivers and deép bays, point out the 
neceflity of draining away the {tagnated waters, by digging canals, 
and of banking out fhallow inundations, by means of dykes. 
The ifland is 45 leagues in circumference, and when in full cul- 
tivation, may employ 50,000 flaves, and produce to the amount 
of 450,000 |. yearly. Too keep poffeffion it will be fafficient to 
fortify the Carenage. This excellent harbour unites many ad- 
vantages. It has good foundings every where, with an excel- 
lent bottom. Nature has provided it with three careening 
laces, which render a wharf unneceflary; nothing is required 
but a capftern to heave the fhip down. A large fleet of men 
of war may ride with fafety in it during ftorms,’ even without 
mooring. And, in the tremendous hurricanes that fometimes 
happen, it affords a better fhelter than any other port. The 
winds -are always favourable for failing out, and the largeit 

{quadron may be at fea in lefs than an hour. When poffeffed 

by the French, they confidered it, not only as the {tation 

from which they could defend all their national poffeffions in 
the Welt Indies, but alfo as the moft favourable point from 
which they could carry on an offenfive war. 

They argued, that the fleet of England could not cover all 
their extenfive poflefiuns ; that a {quadron fent from St Lucia 
could, in a few days, invade which-ever of their iflands was 
leatt expofed, and which would, of courfe, think themfelves 
the molt fecure. To attempt to obviate this danger, they 
might, indeed, try to block up the Carenage, but, after an ex- 
penfive.and tirefome cruize, fuch a plan would not avail, as the 
Commander in port could always put to fea whenever he chofe 
it.. This harbour affords the greateft maritime defence ; no 
fhip can enter it under fail; fhe muft be warped for a confi- 
derable fpace before fhe can get into it. There is no plying to 
windward between the two points; foundings near the land 
faddenly encreafing from twenty-five to one handred fathoms, 
will not permit the affailants to come to an anchor; only one 
fhip can come in at a time, and fhe would be expofed to the 
fire of numerous mafked batteries in front and on each fide. 
For to attack the harbour, a landing muft be made in Choque 
Bay, which is only parted from the Carenage by the point cal- 
Jed Vigie. General Meadows was pofted on the heights on 
this point in 1779, when he was attacked by Count d’Eftaing 
and the Marquis de Bouille, the Governor of Martinico, with 
5000, and wilted them with hardly any lofs on his fide, but 
with 2000 on theirs. De Bouille landed again in May laft, 
but he went off after reconnoitring the Vigie and Morne For- 
tune. This laft ison the other fide of the harbour, is flat at 
top, and, if properly fortified, would require nearly as {trong a 
force to take it, as the beft fortified place in Europe. This e- 
minence commands all the others that furround Carenage Bay, 
and thé works on it proteét the town, which is built on the 
batk of the mountain. Even if the Vigie fhould be taken, the 
fortifications on Morne Fortune would prevent the enemy from 
penetrating into the ifland. We have been the more full in our 
defcription of the ifland, as in time of wat it is by far the moft 
important poft we could hold in the Weft Indies.
